A n In terv iew o n th e Subject W ith M in is­ 
ter T sui, th e C hinese A m bassado r to 
W ashingto n , 
W ho H as J u st A rrived 


fro m H avre. 
N e w Y o r k , July 8. —The W orld p ub­ 
lishes an interview w ith M inister Tsui, 
the Chinese ambassador to W ashington, 
who arrived in this city on the steam ­ 
ship La Bretagne from France. 
M inister 
Tsui 
said: 
“Unless 
the 
U nited States governm ent rep eals the 
law which now excludes my country­ 
men from this country, we shall treat 
Americans to a dose of their own medi­ 
cine. 
I mean that we shall exclude citi­ 
zens of the United States from the Chi­ 
nese emp ire. 
“W e hop e we shall not be p ushed to 
any measure of retaliation. 
The Chi­ 
nese foreign office has sent several de­ 
m ands to Mr. Blaine to rep eal the ex­ 
clusion law. 
W e have received no re­ 
p ly from him. 
Of course, congress 
alone can set right the p resent outrage, 
but the state dep artm ent is the p rop er 
channel of negotiation. 
Our treaties 
with the United States have been re- 
J 
'arded as sacred trusts, and we have 
ived up to the very letter of them. 
Now, w ithout the slighest warning or 
excuse, the United States cruelly breaks 
its solemn agreement, and builds up a 
barrier against our citizens. 
“A fter this exclusion law was p assed 
in defiance of all treaties. Secretary 
Bayard and the form er m inister from 
China conferred, and the result was a 
p rop osed new treaty w ith China, which 
« contained the exclusion law. W hen this 
treaty was subm itted to the emp eror, 
and lffs council, it was instantly rep udi­ 
ated. 
The indignation against the m in­ 
ister was such that his house 
was 
burned, and all his p rop erty w ithin 
reach was destroyed. 
The Chinese gov­ 
ernm ent at once refused to entertain 
any such p rop osal for a new treaty, and 
demanded 
that 
the 
exclusion 
law 
be at once rep ealed, and the term s of 
p reseniTreatv comp lied w ith.” 
Being Questioned as to the p resent 
status of tne question in China, Alinister 
Tsui said: 
“The council of state which 
guides the emp eror is simp ly waiting to 
hear from the United States foreign 
office. 
If 
we find that the United 
States p ersists in excluding the Chinese 
from its shores, we shall p roceed to 
the same tacticsT 
The Chinese govern­ 
ment will forbid the landing of Am eri­ 
can citizens in the emp ire!” 
“I ani aware th at there is a great deal 
of American cap ital invested in China. 
American interests in China are vastly 
more im p ortant financially than our in­ 
vested interests in the United States. 
Any rup ture between the two nations 
will, of course, injure the American in­ 
vestments. 
“In China the p assage of the exclusion 
act is generally sup p osed to be the work 
of the p oliticians. 
I know, of course, 
your argum ent about cheap labor and 
the destruction of fair wages. 
You say 
the Chinamen come to America and 
save all the money they can, and then 
oarrv it home with them , that they do 
not Leconte citizens. Is not th at exactly 
w hat every American in China is doing ? 
The Chinese laborers have built your 
great western railroads, and their ciieap 
labor has made p ossible and has carried 
through to successful comp letion vast 
works and enterp rises 
which 
would 
have been imp ossible w ith other labor. 
The Chinese are satisfied with small 
wages and do not strike. 
Chinese cheap 
lab o r has been tried in various p arts of 
the world and is always a success.” 
A H erald rep orter also had an inter­ 
view with M inister Tsui. 
The Herald 
says the m inister would not commit 
himself regarding the 
exclusion act 
more than to say th at the question of 
Chinese exclusion would form the gist 
of dip lomatic work in W ashington dur­ 
ing the coming winter. 
He desires, he 
says, to know just what the United 
States will do about the m atter. 
M inister Tsui is evidently very much 
in earnest over the subject, and feels 
that something m ust be done for the 
would-be Chinese im m igrant without 
delay. 


NOT VERIFIED. 


Tli« * Sto ry T hat C hina May R e taliate by 
E x clu d in g Yankee« . 
W as h in g to n . July 8.—In the absence 
of Secretary Blaine and Assistant Secre­ 
tary W harton, of the state dep artm ent, 
Second Assistant Secretary Adee said 
Monday that he knew nothing whatever 
about the truth of the p ublished state­ 
m ent that the Chinese governm ent had 
recently made vigorous demands for the 
rep eal of the Chinese exclusion act, as 
outlined in a p ublished interview with 
the new Chinese minister, who arrived 
here Sunday night. 
Inquiry at the

P ro gressing S atisfacto rily . 
W ashington 
, July 8. — Some very 
sensational disp atches went over to New 
York a day or two ago to the effect that 
the* British m inister had notified our 
governm ent that if any sealers flying 
the British flag were cap tured by our 
cruisers in Behring sea they would be 
released by force. 
So far from this be­ 
ing true, our authorities insist that the 
negotiations for a settlem ent of this 
question are p rogressing satisfactorily. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
m inister, 
in 
an interview 
Monday 
evening, 
in 
regard 
to 
the 
p ufr- 
lished statem ent, said: “There is abso­ 
lutely not the slightest truth or even the 
remotest foundation 
for 
the story.” 
Continuing, he said that not only was 
the 
negotiations 
between 
Secretary 
Blaine and himself still in p rogress, but 
that all indications p ointed to a satis­ 
factory and amicable adjustm ent of the 
difficulty. 
He did not know of the 
slightest imp ediment to a sp eedy solu­ 
tion of the p roblem. 
“The story p robably originated,” said 
the m inister, ‘ from the fact that Secre­ 
tary Blaine is out of the city, and hi9 
absence was food for such a conjecture. 
It was generally understood between us, 
however, that I should join Mr. Blaine 
at Bar H arbor and continue our confer­ 
ence there. 
It was mv intention to 
leave W ashington for Magnolia, Mass., 
which is only a short distance from 
Bar Harbor, but I find that business will 
not p erm it. 
I shall certainly go on 
Thursday.” 
The fact that the treasury dep art­ 
m ent has ordered revenue cutters to 
cap ture p oaching Canadian sealers, the 
m inister said does not figure at all in 
the m atter. 
If m atters had reached 
such a crisis, the m inister thought it 
very imp robable that the United States 
governm ent would send such 
small 
crafts to defend anticip ated resistance 
from British men-of-war. 
It is understood that the last com­ 
m unication on the sealeries question 
which was sent from the state dep art­ 
m ent was one in which Mr. Blaine went 
into a full argum ent of this country’s 
side of the controversy. 
G reat Britain 
is aim ing at settling the whole difficulty 
by arbitration. 
There are two p rincip al questions at 
issue. 
The first is as to w hat regula­ 
tions would be sufficient to secure a 
closed season. 
The two governm ents 
are agreed that the seal sp ecies should 
be p reserved, but differ as to w hat 
means are necessary to that end. 
It is 
believed that a satisfactory settlem ent 
of this m atter will be reached. 
The 
next question is as to the legal right of 
the U nited States to the entire p osses­ 
sion and control of the sea fisheries in 
Behring sea to the exclusion and de­ 
p rivation of G reat Britain and other 
countries. 
G reat B ritain regards that 
as a question of law and hop es th at it 
will be left to settle by arbitration. 
Assistant Secretary Adee, of the state 
dep artm ent, was seen Monday evening 
and he said that no communication of 
the kind stated hail been received by the 
dep artm ent from the British minister.

A Peculiarly Deadly Vine That Gro w* In 
the Wo o ds o f Nicaragua. 
Lero y Dunstan, a well kno wn natur­ 
alist o f New Orleans, who has re­ 
turned fro m Central America, where he 
spent nearly two years in the study o f 
the flo ra and fauna o f the co untry, re- 
lates the finding o f a singular gro wth 
in o ne o f the swamps which surro und 
the great lake o f Nicaragua. 
He was 
engaged in hunting fo r bo tanical and 
ento mo lo gical specimens in this swamp, 
which is kno wn as San Sebastian s, 
when he heard his do g cry o ut as if in 
ago ny, fro m a distance. 
Running to 
the spo t fro m which the amarna! s cries 
came, Mr. Dunstan fo und him envel­ 
o ped in a perfect netwo rk o f what 
seemed to be a fine, ro pe like tissue o f 
ro o ts o r fibers, the nature o f which was 
unkno wn to him. 
The plant o r vine seemed co mpo sed 
entirely o f bare, interlacing stems, re 
sembling mo re than anything else the 
branches o f a weeping willo w denuded 
o f sal fo liage, but o f. a dark, nearly 
black” hue, ibid co vered with a thick, 
viscid gum that exuded fro m the po res. 
Drawing his j y f a j f e D fflgau au - 
deavo red to cut the amma! free, but it 
was o nly with tLe greatest difficulty 
that he succeeded in severing tile fleshy, 
muscular fiber. 
To his ho rro r and 
amazement the naturalist then saw that 
the do g’s bo dy was co vered with blo o d, 
while Ills hairless skin appeared to have 
been actually sucked o r puckered iii 
spo ts, and the annual staggered as if 
fro m weakness and exhaustio n. 
In cutting the vine the twigs curled 
like living, sinuo us fingers abo ut Mr. 
Dunstan’s hand, and it required no 
slight fo rce to free the members fro m 
its clinging clasp, which left the flesh 
red and blistered. 
The gum exuding 
fro m the vine was o f a dark grayish 
I tinge, remarkably adhesive and o f a 
disagreeable animal o do r, very po wer­ 
ful and nauseating to inhale. 
The native servants who acco mpa­ 
nied Mr. Dunstan manifested the great­ 
est ho rro r o f the vine, winch they call 
la sagenas de (liable—the devil's seine, 
o r snare—and were full o f sto ries o f its 
death dealing po wers. 
One o f these 
sto ries was o f an Englishman residing 
in Managua, who , while hunting in the 
swamp a few years befo re, lay do wn 
beneath a tree where a large and po w­ 
erful specimen o f this singular plant 
was gro wing, and, inadvertently falling 
asleep, awo ke to find himself envelo ped 
m its web, and, in spite o f every effo rt 
made to extricate him, perished in its 
deadly embrace. 
Ano ther sto ry was o f an escaped co n­ 
vict, who had hidden in the swamp, 
and who se bo nes had been f cur d iii the 
fo lds o f the sagenas o nly a sho rt time 
befo re Mr. Dunstan’s visit. These sto r­ 
ies, remarkable as they may seem, are 
firmly believed in by the peo ple, but 
tliree specimens which Mr.

Colorado Letter. 


C o l o r ado S p r i n g s , June 3 0,18 9 0. 
T o the Edito r o f the 
R e p u b l i c a n : 
When so many of N ature’s sublime, 
^picturesque and beautiful v iews are to 
-be found on ev ery side, it is somewhat 
difficult to mak e a selection, but I will 
begin a brief description of that great 
subterranean wo ider, the Grand Cav erns 
of Manitou. 
On a bright m orning last 
w eek , my son Or. William drov e my 
wife and self to Colorado City, about 
tw o and a half miles, (this was originally 
the capital of Colorado); then onward 
thre e miles farther to M anitou, the city 
of salubrious waters; thence up the cele­ 
b rated U te Pass, through which the 
ipltimed warriors of that tribe, in days 
¿ o ne by, periodically came down to 
hu nt the buffalo and elk on the v ast 
p rairies on the east and south, or to do 
b attle with the warlik e tribes of the 
p lains. 
This pass is wild and grand; on 
either side rise the m ountains eight or 
Dine thousand feet high. 
The rock y, 
p recip itous 
sides sometimes 
clothed 
with scant v erdure, and scattered, storm- 
dorn and crook ed pine trees, and a 
p eculiar species of scrub oak , dark green 
and refreshing to the eye, where it dots 
the m ountain’s barren heights in patches 
of a rod to an acre. 
It is distinctly a 
shru b , nev er a tree, growing lik e our 
hazel bushes, a dozen sp routs springing 
from one root, nev er attaining a height 
of ov er ten feet. 
At other times the sides 
of the pass rise in perpendicular cliffs 
hundreds of feet in height, and then a 
rock -piled terrace of v arying width, and 
then another cliff, and so on to the sum ­ 
m it. 
For some distance in the pass 
these are granite layers of bright colors, 
red, white, brown, p ink , and gray, giv ­ 
ing a bright face to the rugged walls. 
These strata are not horizontal but 
oblique. 
This 
sandstone extends 
to 
about eight huudxed feet from the top, 
where it is capped by limestone almost 
w hite, which strongly reminds me of 
the chalk y cliffs ot old England. 
This 
p ass is generally narrow, and rock piled 
by the wear cf time and the lightnings 
and through it all rushes, roars 
aw tears the famous m ountain torrent, 
Fonutaine qui Bonille, so named by ad 
v enturous French explorers, more than 
two hundred years ago. 
It may well be 
described as rho siream that boils. 
Afbv r entering the 
Pass, the road 
gradually ascends the right side of the 
gorge, and runs along for miles a hun­ 
dred feet abov e the foaming stream , 
w hich has a succession of cataracts, and 
finally at Rainbow Falls there is a sud­ 
den leap of eighty feet as it strik es the 
rock s below with a resounding roar. 
S tep s hav e been cut in the rock so that 
you can descend and enjoy the beauties 
of the scene. About a mile and a half 
after entering the Pass we begin 
to 
olim b the m ountain 3ide by a road wind­ 
ing and steep , built at a great cos*, in 
some places cut in solid rock , at other 
p laces resting on rock y walls built along 
the steep hill side, but safe for a good 
driv er 
aud 
reliable team, until we 
& raarbed the lev el space iu front of the 
v mitrance to the Grand Cav erns of Mani­ 
tou. 
Hav ing secured our team under a 
.« bed, we entered this wonderful subter- 
nranean display of N ature’s handiwork . 
As we entered the v estibule we were 
furnished with lights and a guide, v ery 
necessary for the exploration of these 
labyrinthian galleries and 
chambers. 
U?ue v estibule runs a straight course for 
about 50 feet, when it open into the 
cav erns proper; there are three separate 
p assages each leading iut J a different 
.set of cham bers. 
The first gallery leads 
Btalaotite Hall, filled with the most 
beautiful 
stalactites and 
stalagm ites, 
m oulded by the mimic hand of nature in 
form s of men, beasts, birds and flowers, 
m any transp arent and glistening in their 
« trauge beauty. 
All these hav e names 
suggested by their supposed resem blance 
to different k nown objects, and when 
the glib tongue of your cicerone Dames 
and points them out it does Dot require 
a v ery activ e im agination to see them. 
I n one branch from this gallery there is 
a large collection of hum an and animal 
bones petrified, which I should lik e to 
bav e examined carefully, but there was 
not time. 
We go back to the v estibule 
and enter the second gallery, for some 
.distance a straight and narrow way, 
p assing an inclined rock y side giaz d 
ov er w uh a glistening crystalized su r­ 
face. 
It is called the Cascade, which it 
<elosely resembles. 
Theu we enter the 
2Rotuuda; 
here 
graceful 
stalactites 
hung from the exiling and stalagmites 
asp iring reach upward from the floor. 
; I t is beautiful. 
We now enter the Opera House, a 
-¿grand cham ber with ceiling sixty feet 
tfrom the floor, here are sev eral hum an 
^figures, with app ropriate names, moulded 
« on the walls. 
We go onward under the 
.Natural Bridge, and by an inolined 
(gallery reach the magnificent Concert 
S a il: here an unique and wonderful 
i&ight is before us. 
T hirty feet from the 
¿door a complete organ loft is seen hol­ 
lowed out in the rook y walls, in which 
as the Grand Organ, formed by rows of 
« .crystal stalactites, v arying in length 
from one to fiv e feet and generally about 
a n inch in diam eter. 
They are nature’s 
k eys, which clearly giv e in silv er tones 
.« v ery note of the musical scale. 
A sk ill­ 
ful hand touched the k eys, and we were 
treated to two tunes of fairy-lik e music. 
T his was 
truly delightful, when we 
« realized that this subterranean music 
b all was 500 feet beneath the sum m it of 
A gate m ountain. 
This concert hall is 
J500 feet in length and v arying iu width 
from 20 to 50 feet. 
Going on we see 
•v arious beautiful aud curious formations 
w o rthy of note, but I caunot dwell on 
> them . 
We will again go back to the 
w’es'ibule and enter the third gallery 
And pass along the winding way; it ex­ 
p ands and abov e our beaJsw e Bee the 
H anging Rook , an immense rugged 
« rock caught in the gap ing d e ft far 
» abov e our heads, threatening to fall, 
wrhich it can nev er do, unless shak en by 


as that which, by its resistless power, 
cleft, upheav ed and piled together the 
m ountain top , forming this grand cav ­ 
ern. 
We go onward, v iew Interior Cas­ 
cade and Rainbow Falls, then enter the 
Bridal Cham ber, bright with crystal 
polished walla and wonderful concretions 
strangely resem bling many interesting 
and familiar forms, and to which the ap­ 
p rop riate names hav e been giv en. It is 
impossible in this hurried description to 
conv ey anything lik e an adequate con­ 
ception of the weird and glorious won­ 
ders of this cav trn. W hen we reflect that 
all these are the quiet work of N ature in 
the untold centuries of the past, that 
these corruscations form wall and roof, 
the graceful stalactites and the beauti­ 
ful mimic forms seen on ev ery side hav e 
been formed by the drop and trick le of 
water, we are filled with admiration and 
our souls go up in lov e aud adorationno 
the Creator, the God cf heav en and of 
earth. 
I should hav e mentioned that 
on entering we p ut on additional wraps 
as we left a tem p erature of 86 degrees 
to enter that of 52 degrees, this was 
necessary for comfort. The cav ern is so 
much beyond all outside influences, that 
it is not affected by the sum m er sun or 
winter frost, but rem ains ev er the same. 
There is no dampness in the air it is 
dry and pure. 
As we emerge, a grand 
v iew is right in front of us. 
Pik e’s Peak 
stands solemn and silent, its sublime 
snow-crested dome rising high in the 
clear cerulean far, far abov e the loftiest 
points of the rugged Rock ies on ev er; 
side. 
A good telescope gav e us a satis­ 
factory v iew of the Peak , with its rougL 
garniture of mossy rock and glistening 
snow. 


of awe was mingled with it. 
This m orn­ 
ing dark clouds again clustered around 
the Peak with indications of rain, which 
soon began to fall, but the grand old 
Peak was inv isible, utterly obscured by 
the density of the clouds. 
Abont noon 
the rain ceased, the sun shone bright and 
clear, and on look ing up, beheld the 
stern old m onarch of the Rock ies was 
white down to the tim ber line with a 
heav y coat of snow. 
The tim ber line is 
three miles below the sum m it. Of course 
we always see snow iu the rav ines at the 
top of the peak , but it is not usual to 
hav e such a heav y snow fall in summer. 
While snowing in those higher altitudes, 
below it was raining. 
It was a beautiful 
sight, though rnther ev anescent, for un­ 
der the suu’s warm rays it rapidly dis­ 
appeared in the lower lev els.

the opposite m ountain, high np amid 
the crags and curv es we hear tue h>ud 
steady snort of the powerful steam en­ 
gine work ing its way up the heav y 
grade. It is the M idland train that hugs 
the m ountain on a track only wide 
enough for the road bed. 
It comes 
steadily on puffing out huge v olumes of 
black smok e, aud just opposite us 
is 
suddenly lost to v iew as it enters a long 
tunnel, soon em erging to again enter a 
longer 
one. 
The 
trium p hs of 
the 
engineer are wonderful to think of. 
On 
the other side of the m ountain is W il­ 
liam’s canon, rugged grand and 
p ict­ 
uresque, and on clim bing well up by a 
dev ious p ath you find yourself at the 
entrance of the Cav e of the W inds, a 
high brok en arch-way of rock . 
W ithin 
in the am p hitheatre of 300 feet in length, 
30 iu width and 40 high, with num erous 
cham bers 
and 
galleries 
containing 
curious form ations, sim ilar in general 
character to those found in the Grand 
Cav erns, and I hav e no doubt that they 
are only p arts of a grand whole, and 
connected together by unexplored and 
unopened galleries. 
The one 
enters 
on one side, and the other on the oppo­ 
site eido of the mountain. 
I m ust now mention another interest­ 
ing feature of this country, and that J s 
the immense num ber and great v ariety 
of its flowers. 
Not only are they scat­ 
tered profusely ov er the lev el plain on 
which the city stands, and on the undu­ 
lating grassy hills and plains to the east, 
where not a tree is seen except along 
some water course, but also in the rock y 
gorges, where the dense shade of the 
spruoe, the pine and the fir perennialy 
shuts out the sun’s rays. 
Ev en here are 
seen some of Flora’s modest and most 
delicate and beautiful children ; ev en on 
the crum bling sides and rock -strewn 
m ountain tops we find som erobist plant 
opening its bright petals to the light, 
and shedding its fragrauce on the desert 
air. 
There is a regular succession here 
of different k inds of flowers, one k ind 
follows another, and so on in endless 
v ariety of form and color. 
One cannot 
tire of these cheerful beauties of the 
field. 
W hen we first came the predom i­ 
nant colors were dark and light shades 
of blue, p urp le, pink , red and white; 
now there is a predominance of the yel­ 
low, iu a dozen v arying shades from the 
brightest orange to the most delicate 
straw color. 
The forms and flowers are 
as v aried as their colors. 
At this time 
there are acres on acres made golden by 
countless thousands of a dwarf sunflow­ 
er, from six to oighteen inches in height, 
each aie hav ing a m ultitude of blossoms. 
There is a secoDd size of the sunflower 
now growing v igorously, and I judge will 
be perhaps three feet high when m atured. 
These dwarf sunflowers I think would 
mak e a rich border for a garden. 
Be­ 
sides these the plains display a grand 
look ing crimson flower, perhap s a foot in 
height, and growing in clusters. 
But I believ e the most p erm anent and 
lov ely of all the flowers of the field, are 
the beautiful cream-white poppies. They 
grow in clusters from a strong root, six 
to eight stalk s, from a fo o t to eighteen 
inches iu height, each hev iug a succes­ 
sion of eight or ten blossom s 
The blos­ 
soms are v ery large, perfect in form and 
tint. 
1 hav e nev tr seen any cultiv ated 
poppy to be compared to these. 
In deep 
canona grow luxuriantly the anemones, 
some the royal p urp le, some lav ender 
and some yellow. 
To the lov er of flow­ 
ers the driv es in the v alley, on the 
heights or in the m ountains, are a sonree 
of unf ailing pleasure and surp rise. 
I re­ 
gret that I am not a botanist, for if I 
was, I could then desoribe intelligently 
the beauties I hav e seen and enjoyed. 
July 1st.—Since I hav e been here there 
has been b at little rain or ev en cloudy 
weather, bat yeeterday the black olonds 
which seemed to hav e been accum ula­ 
ting around the m ountain heights for a 
day or two, suddenly burst forth iu a 
furious storm of thunder, lightning aod 
rain. 
The main v iolenoe of the storm 
seemed to be expended in the mountains, 
though we had a share of its purifying 
aud refreshing effects. 
I t was a grand 
sight to watch the w ld war of the ele­ 
m ents fiv e to ten miles away.

A Caprice o f the Ocean That Threatens 
the Bather with Danger. 
It m ay be well to speak of another 
phenom enon not infrequently observ ed. 
I do not recall ev er seeing tho nam e by 
which it is k nown in p rint, and, a3 the 
word is ignored by W ebster, I shall in­ 
v ent my own spelling and write it “sea 
poose.” 
This term is loosely used on 
different p arts of the coast, but the 
true significance of it is briefly this: 
There will sometimes come, at ev ery 
bathing ground, days when the ocean 
seems to lose its head and to act in a 
v ery capricious way. 
On such occa­ 
sions it often hap p ens tha t the beach is 
cut away at some one point, presum ­ 
ably where the sand hap p ens to be 
softer and less capable of resisting the 
action cf the water. 
There will then be found a little bay 
indenting the shore, p erhap s ten feet, 
p erhap s ten yards. 
T he wav es rolling 
into such a cov e are deflected som ewhat 
by its sides and “ set” together at its 
head, so tha t tw o wings of a break er, so 
to speak , m eet and, running straight 
out from the p oint of junction, form a 
sort of double “ under tow ,” which 
will, if the conditions that cause it con­ 
tinue, cut out along its course a depres­ 
sion or trench of v arying dep th and 
length. 
It can be readily understood that 
such a trench tends to strengthen the 
current that causes it, and these tw o 
factors, acting and reacting upon each 
other, occasion w hat m ight be called 
an artificial 
“ under tow ,” which is 
sometimes strong enough to carry an 
unw ary bather some distance out, in a 
» 
fashion tha t will cause him either to be 
glad he is, or to wish he were, within 
the rectangle of the life lines. 
I hav e sometimes heard old surfm en 
speak of w hat they call a “ false poose,” 
but I hav e nev er been able to find out 
just w hat was m eant by the expression, 
m uch less its causes and character. 
I 
shall therefore leav e the question for 
those who delight to delv e into the 
mysteries of local nom enclature.—Duf- 
field Osborne in Scribner’s.

Fiv e others followed his example, and 
then ran to p itch ev erything they could 
lay their hands upon out of the win­ 
dows. 
M. Pinon, the gov ernor, was called, 
com pulsion of a v iolent k ind nev er be­ 
ing suffered unless by his order. 
As he 
entered the refectory a dish was brok en 
on his head, and he and a k eeper who 
was with him had difficulty in escaping 
with their liv es. 
The m ad people tore 
down the iron bars which form ed a p ar­ 
tition between their p art of the hall and 
a section where other p atients were 
dining. 
T hen they got to the k eepers’ 
rooms, and, seizing k niv es and razors, 
went out to cut the throats of those 
who denied them their liberty. 
Troops 
were sum m oned from the fort, and a r­ 
riv ed as the m utineers had got posses­ 
sion of the k itchens and courtyard. 
W hen tw enty soldiers w ith fixed bayon­ 
ets entered the latter there was a sud­ 
den collapse. 
T he 
six 
ringleaders 
drop p ed their k niv es and razors, begged 
p ardon and subm itted quietly to be 
tak en to their cells. 
Nearly all the 
k eepers were seriously injured. 
One, 
Fournier, was beaten with a chair and 
his a na brok en in two places. 
A m ad­ 
m an nam ed Jolly rifled a desk of bank 
notes, all of which he a te .—Paris Cor.

the n ation s witn esses of the splen did 
achiev emen t. 
Machin ists an d n av iga­ 
tors prov ed con clusiv ely that a steamer 
could n ev er cross the Atlan tic ocean ; 
bu t n o soon er had they successfully 
prov ed the impossibility of su ch an u n ­ 
dertakin g than the work was don e, an d 
the passen gers on the Cu n ard, an d the 
In man , an d the Nation al, an d the 
White Star lin es are witn esses. 
There 
wen t u p a guffaw of wise lau ghter at 
Professor Morse’s proposition to make 
the lightn in g of heav en his erran d boy , 
an d it was prov ed con clu siv ely that the 
thin g cou ld n ev er be don e; bu t n ow all 
the n ews of the wide world, by Asso­ 
ciated Press pu t in y ou r han ds ev ery 
morn in g an d n ight, has made all n a­ 
tion s witn esses. 
So in the time of Christ it was prov ed 
con clusiv ely that it was impossible for 
him to rise from the dead. 
It was 
shown logically that when a man was 
dead he was dead, an d the heart an d 
the liv er an d the lu n gs hav in g ceased 
to perform their offices, the limbs would 
be rigid bey on d all power of friction or 
arousal.

an d of the testimon y is in the tex t : 
“Him hath God raised from the dead, 
whereof we are witn esses. ” 
THE SKEPTIC’S ARGUMENT. 
Now, let me play the skeptic for a 
momen t. 
“There is n o God,” say s the 
skeptic, “for I hav e n ev er seen him 
with my phy sical ey esight. 
You r Bible 
is a pack of con tradiction s. There n ev er 
was a miracle. 
Lazaru s was n ot raised 
from the dead, an d the water was n ev er 
tu rn ed in to win e. 
Your religion is an 
imposition on the credu lity of the ages.” 
There is an aged man mov in g ov er y on ­ 
der as thou gh he wou ld like to respon d. 
Here are hu n dreds of people with faces 
a little flushed at these an n ou n cemen ts, 
mid all throu gh this assembly there is 
a suppressed feelin g which would like 
to speak ou t in behalf of the tru th of 
ou r glorious Christian ity , as in the day s 
of the tex t, cry in g ou t: “We are wit­ 
n esses!” 
The fact is that if this world is ev er 
brou ght to God it will n ot be throu gh 
argu men t, bu t throu gh testimon y . You 
might cov er the whole earth with apol­ 
ogies for Christian ity an d learn ed trea­ 
tises in defen se of religion —y ou would 
n ot con v ert a soul. 
Lectu res on the 
harmon y between scien ce an d religion 
are beau tifu l men tal 
disciplin e, bu t 
hav e n ev er sav ed a soul, an d n ev er will 
sav e a soul. 
Pu t a man of the world 
an d a man of the chu rch again st each 
other, an d the man of the world will 
in all probability get the triu mph. 
There are a thou san d thin gs in ou r re­ 
ligion that seem illogical to the world 
an d alway s will seem illogical. 
Ou r weapon in this con flict is faith, 
n ot logic; faith, n ot metaphy sics; faith, 
n ot profu n dity ; faith, n ot scholastic 
ex ploration . 
Bu t then , in order to 
hav e faith, we mu st hav e testimon y , 
an d if fiv e hu n dred men , or on e thou ­ 
san d men , 
01 fiv e hu n dred thou san d 
men , or fiv e million men get u p an d 
tell me that they hav e felt the religion 
of Jesu s Christ a joy , a comfort, a help, 
an aspiration , I am bou n d as a fair 
min ded man to accept their testimon y . 
I wan t ju st n ow to pu t before y ou three 
proposition s, the tru th of which I thin k 
this au dien ce will attest with ov er­ 
whelmin g u n an imity . 
RELIGION BRINGS A CHANGE OF HEART. 
The tirst proposition is, We are wit­ 
n esses that the religion of Christ is able 
to con v ert a soul. 
The Gospel may 
hav e had a hard time to con qu er us, 
we may hav e fou ght it back, bu t we 
were v an qu ished. 
You say con v ersion 
is on ly an imagin ary thin g. 
We kn ow 
better. 
“We are witn esses.” There 
n ev er was so great a chan ge in ou r 
heart an d life on an y other su bject as 
on this. People lau ghed at the mission ­ 
aries in 
Madagascar becau se 
they 
preached ten y ears withou t on e con ­ 
v ert; bu t there are 33,000 con v erts in 
Madagascar today . 
People lau ghed at Dr. Adomram Ju d- 
son , the Baptist mission ary , becau se he 
kept on preachin g in Bu rrn ah fiv e y ears 
withou t a sin gle con v ert; bu t there are 
twen ty thou san d Baptists in Bu rrn ah 
today . 
People lau ghed at Dr. Morri­ 
son , in Chin a, for preachin g there sev en 
y ears withou t a sin gle con v ersion ; bu t 
there are twen ty -fiv e thou san d Chris­ 
tian s in Chin a today . 
People lau ghed 
at the mission aries for preachin g at Ta­ 
hiti fifteen y ears withou t a sin gle con ­ 
v ersion , an d at the mission aries for 
preachin g in Ben gal sev en teen 
y ean 
withou t a sin gle con v ersion ; y et in all 


those lan ds there are mu ltitu des of 
Christian s today . 
Bu t why go so far to fin d ev iden ce 
of the Gospel's power to sav e a soul? 
“We are witn esses.” We were so prou d 
that n o man cou ld hav e hu mbled u s; 
we were so hard that n o earthly power 
could hav e melted u s; an gels of God 
were all arou n d abou t u s; they could 
n ot ov ercome us. 
Bu t on e day , per­ 
haps at a Methodist an x iou s seat, or at 
a Presby terian catechetical lectu re, or 
at a bu rial, or on horseback, a power 
seized us, an d made us get down , an d 
made us tremble, an d made us kn eel, 
an d made us cry for mercy , an d we 
tried to wren ch ou rselv es away from 
the grasp, bu t we cou ld n ot.

us flat, an d when we arose we were as 
mu ch chan ged as Gourgis, the heathen , 
who wen t in to a pray er meetin g with a 
dagger an d a gu n to distu rb the meet­ 
in g an d destroy it, bn t the n ex t day 
was fou n d cry in g, “Oh, my great sin s! 
Oh, my great Sav iou r!” an d for elev en 
y ears preached the Gospel of Christ to 
his fellow mou n tain eers, the last words 
on his dy in g lips bein g, “ Free grace!” 
Oh, it was free grace!

shade, or a morn in g lark is a v u ltu re, 
or day is n ight. 
Now, if I shou ld deman d that all 
those people here presen t who hav e felt 
the con v ertin g power of religion shou ld 
rise, so far from bein g ashamed they 
would sprin g to their feet with more 
alacrity than they ev er spran g to the 
dan ce, the tears min glin g with their 
ex hilaration s as they cried: “We are 
witn esses!” 
An d if they tried to sin g 
the old Gospel hy mn they would break 
down with emotion by the time they 
got to the secon d lin e: 
Ashamed of J esus, that dear Friend 
On whom my hopes of heaven depend? 
No! When I blush, be this my shame: 
That I no more revere his name. 


THE GOSPEL'S POWER 
TO 
COMFORT. 
Again I remark that we are wit­ 
n esses of the Gospel’s power to comfort. 
There are Christian paren ts here who 
are willin g to testify to the power of 
this Gospel to comfort. 
You r son had 
ju st gradu ated from school or college 
an d was goin g in to busin ess, an d the 
Lord took him. 
Or y ou r dau ghter had 
ju st gradu ated from the y ou n g ladies’ 
semin ary , an d y ou thou ght she was 
goin g to be a u sefu l woman an d of lon g 
life; bu t the Lord took her, an d y ou 
were tempted to say , 
“All tliis cu ltu re 
of twen ty y ears for n othin g!” 
Or the 
little child came home from school 
with the hot fev er that stopped n ot for 
the agon ized pray er or for the skillfu l 
phy sician , an d the little cliild was 
taken . 
Or the babe was lifted ou t of 
y ou r arms by some qu ick epidemic, 
an d y ou stood won derin g why God 
ev er gav e y ou that child at ail, if so 
soon he was to take it away . 
An d y et 
y ou are n ot repin in g, y ou are n ot fret­ 
ful, y ou are n ot fightin g again st God. 
W hat lias en abled y ou to stan d all 
the trial? 
“Oh,” y ou say , “I took the 
medicin e that God gav e my sick soul. 
In my distress I tlirew my self at the 
feet of a sy mpathizin g G od; an d when 
I was too weak to pray or to look u p 
he breathed in to me a peace that I 
thin k mu st be the foretaste of that 
heav en where there is n either a tear, 
n or a farewell, n or a grav e.” Come, 
all y e who hav e been ou t to the grav e 
to weep there—come, all y e comforted 
souls, get u p off y ou r kn ees. 
Is there 
n o power in this Gospel to soothe the 
heart ? Is there n o power in this re­ 
ligion to qu iet the worst parox y sm of 
grief ? There comes u p an an swer from 
comforted widowhood, an d orphan age 
an d childlessn ess say in g: “Ay , ay , we 
are witn esses!” 


GOD EASES SORROW. 
When a man has trou ble the world 
comes in an d say s, * ‘Now get y ou r min d 
off this; go ou t an d breathe the fresh 
air; 
plu n ge 
deeper 
in to bu sin ess.” 
W hat poor adv ice! 
Get y ou r min d off 
it! 
When ev ery thin g is u ptu rn ed with 
the bereav emen t, an d ev ery thin g re­ 
min ds y ou of what y ou hav e lost. Get 
y ou r min d off it! 
They might as well 
adv ise y ou to stop thin kin g. 
You can ­ 
n ot stop thin kin g, an d y ou can n ot stop 
thin kin g in that direction . 
Take a 
w’alk in the fresh air! 
Why , alon g that 
v ery street, or that v ery road, she on ce 
accompan ied y ou. 
Ou t of that grass 
plat she plu cked flowers, or in to that 
show win dow she looked, fascin ated, 
say in g, “Come see the pictu res.” 
Go 
deeper in to bu sin ess! 
Why , she was 
associated with all y ou r bu sin ess am­ 
bition , an d sin ce she has gon e y ou hav e 
n o ambition left. 
Oh, this is a clu msy world when it 
tries to comfort a broken heart. 
1 can 
bu ild a Coriear's en gin e, 1 can pain t a 
Raphael's “Madon n a,” I can play a 
Beethov en ’s “ Eroica Sy mphon y ” as 
easily as this world can comfort a brok­ 
en heart. 
An d y et y ou hav e been com­ 
forted. How was it done? Did Christ 
come to y ou and say . “Get y our mind 


off this; g o ou t an d breathe fresh air; 
plu n ge deeper in to busin ess?” 
No. 
There was a min u te when he came to 
y on —perhaps in the watches of the 
n ight, perhaps in y ou r place of bu si­ 
n ess, perhaps alon g the street—an d he 
breathed somethin g in to y ou r soul that 
gav e peace, rest, in fin ite qu iet, so that 
y ou cou ld take ou t the photograph of 
the departed on e an d look in to the ey es 
an d the face of the dear on e an d say , 
“It is all right; she is better off; I 
would n ot call her back. Lord, I than k 
thee that thou hast comforted my poor 
heart.” 


WHEN THE LAST MOMENT COMES. 
Again , I remark that we are witn ess­ 
es of the fact that religion has power to 
giv e composu re in the last momen t. 
I 
n ev er shall forget the first time I con ­ 
fron ted death. 
We wen t across the 
corn fields in the cou n try . I was led by 
my father’s han d, an d we came to the 
farmhou se where the bereav emen t had 
come, an d we saw the crowd of wagon s 
an d carriages; bu t there was on e car­ 
riage that especially attracted my boy ­ 
ish atten tion , an d it had black plumes. 
I said: “W hat’s that? what’s that? 
Why those black tassels on the top ?” 
an d after it was ex plain ed to me I was 
lifed u p to look u pon the bright face of 
an aged Christian woman , who three 
day s before had departed in triu m ph; 
the whole scen e made an impression I 
n ev er forgot. 
In ou r sermon s an d in ou r lay ex hor­ 
tation s we are v ery apt, when we wan t 
to brin g illu stration s of dy in g triu mph, 
to go back to some distin gu ished per­ 
son age—to a John Kn ox or a Harriet 
Newell. 
Bu t I wan t y ou for witn esses. 
I wan t to kn ow if y ou hav e ev er seen 
an y thin g to make y ou believ e that the 
religion of Christ can giv e composu re 
in the fin al hou r. 
Now, in the cou rts 
attorn ey , ju ry an d ju dge will n ev er ad­ 
mit mere hearsay . 
They deman d that 
the witn ess mu st hav e seen with his own 
ey es, or heard with his own ears, an d 
so I am critical in my ex amin ation of 
y ou n ow ; an d I wan t to kn ow whether 
y ou hav e seen or heard an y thin g that 
makes y ou believ e that the religion of 
Christ giv es composu re in the fin al 
hou r. 
“Oh, y es,” y ou say : “I saw my fa­ 
ther an d mother depart, 
There was a 
great differen ce in their deathbeds. 
Stan din g by the on e we felt more v en e­ 
ration . 
By the other there was more 
ten dern ess. ” Before the on e y ou bowed 
perhaps in awe. 
In the other case y ou 
felt as if y ou would like to go alon g 
with her. 
How did they feel in that 
last hou r? How did they seem to act? 
Were they v ery mu ch frighten ed ? Did 
they take hold of this world with both 
iian ds as thou gh they did n ot wan t to 
giv e it up? 
“Oh, n o,” y ou say ; “n o, 
I remember as thou gh it were y ester­ 
day ; she had a kin d word for us all, 
an d there were a few memen toes dis­ 
tribu ted amon g the children , an d then 
she told u s how kin d we mu st be to ou r 
hither in his lon elin ess, an d then she 
kissed us good-by an d wen t asleep as 
calmly as a child in a cradle.” 


“ » HE HAD FAITH.” 
What made her so composed? Nat­ 
u ral cou rage? 
“No,” y ou say ; “moth­ 
er was v ery n erv ou s ; when the carriage 
in clin ed to the side of the road she 
would cry ou t; she was alway s rather 
weakly .” What, then , gav e her com­ 
posure? Was it becau se she did n ot 
care mu ch for y ou an d the pan g of 
partin g was n ot great? “Oh,” y ou say , 
“she showered u pon us a wealth of af­ 
fection ; n o mother ev er lov ed her chil­ 
dren more than mother lov ed u s; she 
showed it by the way she n u rsed us 
when we were sick, an d she toiled for 
us u n til her stren gth gav e ou t.” What. 
I hen , was it that gav e her composu re 
in the last hou r ? Do n ot hide it. 
Be 
fran k an d let me kn ow. 
“Oh,” y ou 
say , 4 ‘it was becau se she was so good; 
she made the Lord her portion , an d 
she had faith that she wou ld go straight 
to glory an d that we shou ld all meet 
her at last at the foot of the thron e. ” 
Here are people who say , “ I saw a 
Christian brother die, an d he tri 
u mphed.” 
An d some on e else, “ I saw 
a Christian sister die, an d she tri­ 
u mphed.” Some on e else will say , “1 
saw a Christian dau ghter die, an d she 
triu mphed.” 
Come, all y e who hav e 
seen the last momen ts of a Christian , 
an d giv e testimon y in this cau se on 
trial. 
Un cov er y ou r heads, pu t y ou r 
han d on the old family Bible from 
which they used to read the promises, 
an d promise in the presen ce of high 
heav en tliat y ou will tell the tru th, the 
whole tru th an d n othin g bu t the tru th. 
With what y ou hav e seen with y ou r 
own ey es, an d from what y ou hav e 
heard with y ou r own ears, is there 
power in this Gospel to giv e calmn ess 
an d triu mph in the last ex igen cy ? The 
respon se comes from all sides, 
y ou n g an d old an d middle aged: 
are witn esses!” 


MILLIONS OF WITNESSES. 
You see, my frien ds, I hav e n ot pu t 
before y ou today an abstraction , or 
chimera, or an y thin g like guesswork. 
I presen t y ou affidav its of the liest men 
an d women , liv in g an d dead. 
Two 
witn esses in cou rt will establish a fact. 
Here are n ot two witn esses, bu t thou ­ 
san ds of witn esses—on earth million s 
of witn esses, an d in heav en a great 
mu ltitu de of witn esses that n o man can 
n u mber, testify in g that there is power 
in this religion to con v ert the soul, to 
giv e comfort in trou ble an d to afford 
composu re in the last hou r. 
If ten 
men shou ld come to y ou when y ou are 
sick with appallin g sickn ess an d say 
they had the same sickn ess, an d took a 
certain medicin e an d it cu red them, y ou 
would probably take it. 
Now, su ppose ten other men shou ld 
come u p an d say , “We don ’t believ e 
there is an y thin g in that medicin e.” 
“Weil,” I say , “hav e y ou ever tried 


it?” 
“No, I n ev er tried it, bu t I don 't 
believ e there is an y thin g in it.” Of 
course y ou discredit their testimon y . 
The skeptic may come an d say , 4 ‘There 
is n o power in y ou r religion .” 
“Hav e 
y ou ev er tried it?'’ “No, n o.” 
“Then , 
av au n t!” 
Let me take the testimon y 
of the million s of souls that hav e been 
con v erted to (rod, an d comforted in 
trial, an d solaced in the last hou r. We 
will take their testimon y as they cry , 
“We are witn esses!” 
Some time ago Professor Hen ry , of 
Washin gton , discov ered a n ew star, an d 
the tidin gs spread by su bmarin e tele­ 
graph, an d all the observ atories of 
Eu rope were watchin g for that n ew 
star. 
Oh, hearer, lookin g ou t throu gh 
the darkn ess of thy soul today , can st 
thou see a bright light beamin g on thee ? 
‘ ‘Wliere ?” y ou say ; ‘ ‘where ? How can 
I fin d it ?” Look alon g by the lin e of 
the cross of the Son of God. 
Do y ou 
n ot see it tremblin g with all ten dern ess 
an d beamin g with all hope? It is the 
Star of Bethlehem. 
Deep horror then my vitals frose, 
Death struck, I ceased the title to stem. 
When suddenly a star arose— 
It was the Star of Bethlehem. 
Oh, hearer, get y ou r ey e on it. 
It is 
easier for y ou n ow to become a Christian 
than it is to stay away from Christ an d 
heav en . 
TWO STORIES. 
When Mme. Son tag began her mu si­ 
cal career she was hissed off the stage 
at Vien n a by the frien ds of her riv al, 
Amelia Stein in ger, who had already 
begu n to declin e throu gh her dissipa­ 
tion .

Real gobelin tapestry is hard to find in 
the dry goods stores.

Shell D ep osits in M aine. 
Ever since the whites settled the coast 
of Maine nu merou s deposits of shells of 
both the clam and oyster have been dis­ 
covered frotn time to time. These shells 
were fou nd either on the coast itself or 
on the bank s of rivers not fa* from the 
sea. The oyster shell heaps on the west­ 
ern bank of the Damariscotta river early 
attracted the wonder of the settlers, and 
became, many years ago, celebrated 
throu ghou t the su rrou nding region. 
A mile above the village of Damaris­ 
cotta indications of shells appear on the 
river bank s. 
From the point of their 
first appearance the shells are in small 
and straggling heaps. As one ascends 
the river, however, the heaps become 
larger and the intervals between them 
become shorter. Soon a continu ou s white 
mass of shells appears, extending several 
hu ndred feet along the river. The mass 
assu mes the form of blu ffs wdiose tops 
are covered with trees and shru bbery, 
bu t whose precipitou s faces have never 
been covered, bu t have been k ept ex­ 
posed by the erosive action of the tides 
and by the frosts of u nending years. 
Exact dimensions of these deposits can­ 
not be given for reason that no extensive 
mining of the shells has ever been u nder­ 
tak en. They occu py a peninsu la of sev­ 
eral acres area.—Boston Globe.

BANKRUPT 
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ODDS AND 
ENDS. 


W ho Sm o ked 8 3 C ig a rs a nd 
$ 4 5 0 ,0 0 0 in a S in g le N ig h t. 
Bank ru ptcy appears to be becoming 
fashionable among the great princes of 
Germany. 
Within two months Prince 
Albert, of the sovereign hou se of WaJ 
deck ; Prince Charles, of the reigning 
family of Liechtenstein, and Princt 
Trau tmannsdorff have all three been 
declared insolvent debtors and placed 
“u nter cu ratelle,” and now 
Prince 
Frederick IV, of Salmi-Kyrbu rg, has 
been su bjected to a similar ignominy. 
Forty-fou r years of age, and the pos­ 
sessor of nu merou s titles, inclu ding 
that of a Rhinegrave and of a Spanish 
Grandee of the first class, his debts 
amou nt to abou t $3,000,000. 
Du ring the cou rse of the legal pro­ 
ceedings it was shown that u ntil his 
father's death he had been forced to 
content himself with a paltry allow 
anee of $1,200 per annu m, which, al 
thou gh possibly su fficient for the wants 
of an ordinary mortal, was far from 
adequ ate for a high and mighty prince 
who refu ses to smok e anything bu t 
Havana cigars at $3 apiece. 
Under 
the circu mstances it is not su rprising 
that it shou ld have been a tobacco 
merchant who first institu ted the steps 
that finally landed his highness in the 
bank ru ptcy cou rt and resu lted in his 
being placed “u nter cu ratelle.” 
Tliis “u nter cu ratelle” condition is 
one that Is exceedingly u npleasant. 
It 
is equ ivalent to a declaration of per 
petu al minority, and the person on 
whom it is imposed is not only declared 
incapable of managing his own iiffairs, 
bu t is practically ou tlawed and de­ 
prived of the electoral franchise and 
almost every other right of citizenship. 
No civil contract entered into by liim 
is valid. His signatu re is of no accou nt 
in point of law, and from the legal 
point of view he is nobody—as u nsu b­ 
stantial as the family ghost and as irre­ 
sponsible as a babe u nborn. 
Prince 
Trau tmannsdorff 
was the 
president of the Au strian Jock ey clu b, 
where ho lost in a single night $450,- 
000 at cards. 
With a view of retriev­ 
ing liis fortu nes he straightaway pu r­ 
chased for a rise a large nu mber of op­ 
tions on wheat 
and other cereals, 
which, however, greatly to his dismay, 
took a downward instead of an u p­ 
ward cou rse, rendering him thereby 
liable for differences to the tu ne of $S,- 
000,000. 
Another well k nown personage who 
is at present “u nter cu ratelle,” and 
whose name is well k nown in the United 
States, is Baron Victor Erlanger, once a 
magnate of Eu ropean finance, bu t now 
an exile residing on the shores of Lak e 
Geneva in Switzerland. 
A su it was 
brou ght against the tru stees of liis 
bank ru ptcy, in the cou rse of which the 
whole circu mstances of his ru in were 
again made pu blic.—Cor. New York 
Tribu ne. 


H er P h y sicia n 3,0 0 0 M iles A w a y . 
Mrs. Ogden Goelet, of New York , 
was at one time treated for typhoid fe­ 
ver by cable from Paris while lying in 
her sleeping chamber in her New York 
residence.

Pontifical high mass was su ng 
at the silver altar in front of the 
Holy Sepu lcher by an English prelate, 
the Hon. and Right Rev. William Clif­ 
ford, bishop of Clifton, and ids lord­ 
ship also preached, after which the 
anthem, ‘ ‘Domine Salvam fac Regi- 
nam Nostram”—in other words, “ God 
Save the Qu een”—was su ng by the 
pilgrims. 
This was the first instance 
that the qu een or other British sover­ 
eign had been pu blicly prayed for in 
that place probably since the time of 
Richard Coeu r-de-Lion, and certainly 
the first since the Reformation.—Ex­ 
change.
